Honolulu, August 17.—(#)—The 
monoplane~ “Woolaroc,” piloted by 
Arthur C. Goebel, movie stunt aviator 
of Hollywood, today captured the first 
prize of $25,0U0 in the Dole air race 
from Oakland to Hawaii and Hono- 
lulu’s entrant, the “Aloha,” with Mar- 
tin Jensen as pilot, took the second 
prize of $10,000. 

Goebel and his navigator, Lieuten- 
ant W. V-Davis, naval officer of San 
Diego, landed at Wheeler field near 
here at 12:23:33 p. m (Honolulu 
time) the first fliers in the four- 
cornered race to reach the goal. 

The Aloha was brought down on 
the field at 2:22 p. m. (Honolulu 
time) and Jensen and Paul Schluter, 


of San Francisco, the navigator, 
stepped from the cabin to find that 
they had finished second. ~ 
Two of the planes that started in 
the race from Oakland yesterday had 
not been heard from. They were the 
“Miss Dorn” in which Miss Mildred 
Doran, Michigan school teacher, ac- 
companied J. A. Pedlar, of Flint, 
Mich., pilot, and Lieutenant V. R.

No reports of the Miss Doran and 
Golden Eagle were received after they 


passed the Farallone island, 30 miles 
outside San Franciseo. The Golden 
Eagle was considered the fleetest of 
the planes. 

The latest report concerning the 
tardy planes was a radioed message 
from the steamships Manulani and 
City of Los Angeles, which at 11:30 
o'clock last night (Honolulu time) 
stated that they each heard two planes 
passing overhead, but were unable to 
communicate with them. or identtfy 
them. 

The City of Los Angeles at the 
time was 1.251 miles from Los An- 
geles, and the Manulani 1,300 miles 
from Honolulu. The reports from the 
steamships came five minutes apart, 
and from the fact that 180 miles 
separate them, it was thought prob- 
able that all four planes which took

This bill ‘was 
backed by the organized clubwomen of 
' Georgia. The senate also passed the 
'*baby bond” bill, a permissive meas- 
ure, allowing cities of more than 500) 
population to issue “baby bonds’’ for 
street improvements under the plan 
now used in the city of Atlanta. 

Defeat of the governor's resolution 
providing for the creation of a com- 
mission to prepare recommendations 
for changes in the state government 
came when the house held a session as 
a committee of the whole house. The 
bill carried a $10,000 appropriation 
and the house, sitting as a committee. 
voted overwhelmingly to return an 
unfavorable report on the measure, 
whieh was introduced for the gover- 
nor by Representative Wilhoit, of 
Warren. 

The house Wednesday afternoon 
passed a hill repealing old laws which 
prohibited construction of dams on 
the Savannah river above Augusta. 
The bill was introduced by delega- 
tions representing the counties lying 
on the river above Richmond county. 
The river formerly was navigated, 
prior to the construction of railroads, 
and the old laws were to prevent ob- 
structions to navigation. Representa- 
tive Zellers, of Hart, explained that 
these laws are obsolete and tend to 
interfere with hydroelectric develop- 


ment. 
Other Bills Passed. 


Other bills passed at the afternoon 
session and transmitted to the house 
are as follows: | 

A bill by Senator Hendrix to re- 
move the attorney general from the 
industrial commission and make him 
attorney for the commission with $100 
added to his monthly salary.

: A proposal by Senator Rosser, of 
the forty-fourth district, providing 
that all charges brought against pro- 
fessional men be preferred within the 
statute of limitations. 

Another measure sponsored by Sen- 
ators Cocke and Paige will allow the 
commissioner of commerce and labor 
to act in lieu of school superintend- 
ents on emergency cases relative to 
enforcement of certain provisions of 
the child labor acts. 

Another bill by Senator Rivers, of 
the sixth district, provides that coun- 
ties producing the criminal must pay 
his electrocution expenses. 

Senators Rivers and Hendrix were 
co-authors of a bill to fix the salaries 
of superior and court of appeals 
shorthand writers at $3,600 per year. 

Another measure passed at the aft- 
ernoon session was drawn by Senator 
Cone to fix the time of the superior 
courts so as to allow the judges short 
vacations prior to the October and 
March sessions. 

Inter-City Bus Bill. 

The last bill given passage Wed- 
nesday will regulate inter-city bus 
lines and require that each file an 
annual report with the secretary of 
state. 

As drawn by Senator John I. Kel- 
ley, of the fifty-first district, the 
measure will prevent municipalities 
from interfering with busses by im- 
posing any restrictions on them not 
affecting other vehicles. The 
further requires that each bus carry 
at least $1,000 worth of accident lia- 
bility insurance, and- asks that any 
driver convicted of operating a bus 
while under the influence of whisky 
have his license revoked.

New Nominee. 
John K. Davis, of Polk county, the 
governor’s new nominee, was born and 


reared on a Georgia farm. and lived 
there until manhood, actually engaged 
in farm work. He was born in the 
year 1868, and removed to Cedartown 
and began the practice of law in 1892. 
He was educated in the public schools 
of Polk, Cherokee and Bartow coun- 
ties, and at the National Normal uni- 
versity of Lebanon, Ohio, and the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He served as a 
member of the board of education of 
Cedartown for fourteen years, and of 
Polk county for eight vears. He was 
mayor of Cedartown for four years, 
and has had much experience in city 
affairs, notably in connection with the 
building program as a’member of the 
school board and library board. He 
served four years as judge of the city 
court of Polk county and voluntarily 
retired from the bench. Some years 
ago he was elected chairman of the 
board of commissioners of roads and 
revenues of Polk county, and served 


as such for four years, 


Following this, the county voted a

Camp McClellan, Ala., August 17. 
(Special.) — With several hundred 
Georgia boys, members of the 122d 
infantry, of Atlanta, scattered over 
mountains in the region of Camp Mc- 
Clellan all Wednesday, the regiment 
accomplished one of its most advanced 
maneuvers and drew the highest com- 
mendation of Adjutant General Homer 
Parker, a special guest for the day, 
Colonel Charles H. Cox, regimental 
commander, and the corps of regular 
army instructors. 

The problem Wednesday was one in 
which the crack Georgia regiment func- 
tioned as a war strength battalion; led 
by Major A. M. Drake, of Elberton, 
commanding the third battalion and 
his work was highly praised.

In the navigator’s cabin was an air 
bottle which carried pipe lines to 


the tip of each wing and also to the 
rear section of the fuselage which 
was cigar-shaped. 


Scott Navigator. 


In ease of a forced landing at sea, 
the navigator, Gordon Scott, himself a 
sailor, would open the air line from 
the bottle in his cabin and the air 
would be sent to three extremities of 
the plane. 

To keep the plane from bobbing 
abou: the sea and possibly overturning 
after their craft was afloat, the wing 
extremities were fortified by three-ply 
wood, upon which would be placed 
heavy sand bags. 

Just before the plane took off, the 
doors of the pilot house and the nav- 
igator’s cabin and all the other open- 
ings were lined with rubber to make 
it waterproof. Thick cork was also 
packed in the bottom of the fuselage 
to keep the plane afloat. 

The landing gear could be dropped 
into the sea by pulling out bolts which 
held it. In addition there was a rub- 
ber lifeboat in the craft with silk 
sails. The compass was detachable 
so that on being forced to abandon 
the plane, the compass might be trans- 
ferred to the rubber boat. Two pad- 
dies were carried, in addition to flares 
and rockets. Coupled with .all this 
equipment was the experience of Gor- 
don Scott as a navigator. In 1926 
he piloted a yacht racing between 
Santa Monica and Honolulu and his 
knowledge of the trade winds and 
routes would serve him well.

ILLUMINATING FIGURES. 


The statistical statement of the 
department of commerce as to for- 
eign trade during 1926, just issued, 
fs illuminating. It emphasizes that 
while the merchandise balance was 
in America’s favor, due largely to 
the heavy jmportations of “boot- 
leg liquor,” that the total balance 
was against America due to the 
enormous ‘excess expenditures of 
American tourists abroad over those 
“of European tourists in America. 
To illustrate: 


The 1926 merchandise ex- 
change gave the United States a 
favorable balance of $337,000,000, 
the year’s exports having been ‘$4,- 
808,000,000 and-imports $4,431,- 
000,000. The statement gave the 
nation a $40,000,000 credit as 
having “invisibly” exported to the 
United States that much in bootleg 
liquors. 


This figure is the same as that 
found in previous years, and was 
based upon confidential reports 
furnished by the customs services 
and the coast guard. 

Think of “importations” of boot- 
| leg liquor amounting to $40,000,- 
| 000 in one year at wholesale prices 
—so admitted by the government— 
ifor which the American booze- 
' drinking public paid, perhaps, not 
less than $150,000,000. This does 
not take into account the ten bar- 
rels of “home-brew®? for every ten 
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One of the most hopeful signs in 
the south is that’ many: of the old- 
fashioned southern orators have choked 
to death or have otherwise passed over 
the river to rest under the shade of 
the trees.

The Incomg Tax Trap. 
Senator Rivers would omit the rasp- 
berry bushes and find relief from 
the chestnut trees in Uncle Sam’s fed- 
eral orchard, ‘They bear fat and tasty 
nuts. So he proposes that all Geor- 


gians shall pay to the state one-fourth 
of the amount of income tax that they 
pay annually to the federal treasury. 

Now, how many Georgians does that 
hit in their -pursey region? 

The latest official report shows the 
federal government collecting  indi- 
vidual income taxes from 20,000 per- 
sons ony. in the whole state of Geor- 
gia. They paid Unele Sam about 
$3,529,883 and one-fourth of that 
would bring the state $882,470 from 
only 20,000 payers. 

The 3,354 corporations of the state 
paid to Uncle Sam $7,699,583 in 
taxes and one-fourth of that would 
amount to $1,917,396. 

Adding the two returns to the state 
we would expect to get $2,799,866 
from that impost of one-fourth the 
federal income taxes. 

But this last year, ending June 30 
last, the federal income tax receipts 
from Georgians amounted to $13,.698,- 
768 and one-fourth of that sum would 
have given us for the past fiscal year 
$3,424,692, or an increase of $624.,- 
S26 over the first mentioned figures 
taken from the returns of 1925.

The Georgia State tennis cham-) 


pionship, which will be held at East 
Lake the week starting August 29, 
and which will ring down the south- 
ern net curtain for 1927, may play 
an important part in the Dixie rank- 
ing for this year. 

As matters now stand the two most 
prominent figures in southern tennis 
are Bryan Grant and Jack Mooney.

Should 
fate and a seeded draw throw them 
against each other in the Georgia 
fixture the result of that match would 
likely decide who would sit on the 
top perch of Dixie racket wielders for 
this season. 

As a rule, the winner of the south- 
ern championship has almost invari- 
nbly been placed at the head of the 
list. ut tennis in the south in the 
past has never seen as keen or as 
much competition as has taken place 
ihis season. In the past it was a 
rare thing for the same players to 
compete ‘in more than two tourna- 
ments a senson. Hence it was rather 
hard to draw correct conclusions as 
to how to rank the various players 
at the end of the year. 

Keen Competition. 

This season, owing to the heated 
competition and many ‘tournaments

German Planes’ 
Mail Reposing 
In Dessau Vault'|' 


Dessau, Germany, August 17.—() 
Thirty-five hundred pieces of mail, 
carried by the Europa and Bremen 
and bronzht back to Dessau when the 
air expedition to America failed, are 
reposing in a vault in the Dessau 
postoffice. The air mail awaits a rul- 
ing from the federal ministry of posts 
and the eventuality of another effort 
by Junkers flying to cross the At- 
lantic. The mail includes numerous 
messages addressed to President Cool- 
idge, Henry Ford and other prominent 
Americans. 

German stamp collectors and sou- 
venir hunters paid 74,000 marks 
(about $17.500) in postage for the 
mail and no refund will be made 
for the special postage paid since nei- 
ther the ministry of posts nor Junk- 
ers guaranteed delivery in the United 
States, 

Even in their undelivered state the 
pieces of mail retain a certain value, 
the local postniaster suggested, through 
the special stamp. “transported by 
Junkers’ plane W-33,” affixed to each 
letter and card. 

If the flight is reattempted with 
only one plane, the two sacks of mail 
might be left behind as their combined 
weight exceeds the limit allowed for 
extra cargo. 

Stamp collectors willingly paid 25 
marks for each letter and 12 marks 
for postcards for the privilege of hav- 
ing them reach the United States over 
an air line.
